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Commonwealth seeks $$$ 
it says came from drugs 

C ircuit Judge Tom Jones heard two forfeiture 
cases last Friday, one involving a person who has died, 
and another where no one appeared to oppose it. 

The first case involved over $3,100 in cash that was 
found in the home of the late Douglas T. Moore. 

Kentucky State Police Detective Joe Lucas testified 
that he had been involved in four cases that concerned 
Moore. 

Under questioning from Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Kristen Clouse, Lucas said three were drug- 
related cases and one involved an arrest and money. That 
is the case that led to the hearing. 

Lucas said that on May 31,2012, Moore allegedly sold 
10 morphine pills to a confidential informant for $550. 

On May 24 of the same year, a confidential informant 
allegedly bought seven morphine pills from Moore, who 
then sent to informant to another person’s home for three 
more pills. Again the amount was $550. 

Then, Lucas said, a confidential informant allegedly 
bought six morphine pills from Moore on June 13,2012 
for $330. 

Moore was indicted and then arrested on April 24, 
2013. 

Lucas said that a home invasion/robbery was reported 
at Moore’s home on July 23, 2012. 

Clouse shared pictures from the home with defense 
attorney William F. “Bill” Trude and Moore’s brother, 
Ed. 

She then asked Lucas to identify them. 

He said they were of drugs and money found at Moore’s 
home at the time of the home invasion. 

Some of the photos were from inside a furnace closet. 
Lucas said they showed a bag containing, “quite a sum 
of money.” 

Upon questioning, he said there was no dust on the 
bag, but there was dust around it. 

More money and drugs were found between the mat¬ 
tress and box springs, Lucas said. 

Trude asked Lucas how much money was found and 
where. 

Lucas said that $3,181 was found in the closet and $467 
between the mattress and box springs. 

The brother, Ed Moore, was called to the stand. 

He said that he had received money from the Veterans 
Administration in 2009. He planned to use it to buy a 
car for his stepdaughter, he said. 

He said he put the money in a bag and put it in the 
closet of the home, which he was letting his brother, who 
died last fall, buy on a land contract. He said the last 
time he checked there was $3,400 in the bag. 

Since there was less when police found the bag, Trude 
asked him if he though his brother might have borrowed 
some of it. 

Moore said he didn’t know, but that could have hap¬ 
pened. 

Asked why he left the money there, Moore said he 
lived with three women, and he thought they would 
spend it. 

Judge Jones asked Moore if he and his brother ever 
discussed the money. 

He said he told him he was going to leave it there. 

Jones then said to Moore, “You and your brother have 
hung out with some rough and tumble characters, is that 
fair to say?” 

“Yes, that’s fair to say,” Moore said. 

Clouse said that she found it interesting that the police 
did not hear from Doug Moore that the bag belonged 
to someone else. 

Trude argued that the first test of whether or not 
the money was used for drug trafficking had not been 
proven. He also said that Doug Moore had told him that 
the money belonged to his brother. 

Jones said the arrest was in April of 2013, and that 
was when the money was seized. He then asked when 
Ed Moore said the money was his. 

Lucas said that Trude told him that Trude first told him 
approximately three months ago. 

Trude said he filed a motion to block the forfeiture 
shortly after the Commonwealth’s motion to obtain the 
money was filed. 

“I think we can assume that someone was using that 
money,” Clouse said, because there was $3,181 found, 
not $3,400. She argued that the money was used to 
facilitate drug trafficking. 

Jones said he would take the case under submission. 

Following that hearing, another forfeiture case was 
called. 

Detective Lucas was called again in a case concerning 
Clifford R. Gilbert (1957). 

Clouse told Judge Jones that she had sent notices of the 
hearing to all parties, but no one responded. 

Lucas said that a confidential informant had purchased 
10 oxycodone from Gilbert on March 3, 2011 in the 
Save-A-Lot parking lot. 

Eight months later, Gilbert was arrested at his home 
and $1,700 was found in his pocket. 

When asked about the money by police, Lucas said

Postal rates go 
up this weekend 

The way to save some money is to go to the lo¬ 
cal post office and buy Forever Stamps today. That is 
because they cost .46 cents now. On Sunday, January 26, 
a stamp for a one-ounce letter will be .49 cents. Those 
Forever Stamps will be good, well, forever. 

Beattyville Postmaster Rick Myers suggests anyone 
wanting to save some money to get the Forever Stamps 
in quantities. 

“Just about every¬ 
thing is going up on the 
26 th ,” Myers said in a 
recent interview. 

Post cards will in¬ 
crease from .33 cents 
to .34 cents. 

Post office box rentals 
will go up $1 for most 
of them. 

Myers says that 80 

percent of the boxes in the Beattyville Post Office will 
have the $1 increase. 

Myers says it is unusual for a postal increase to be 
more than a penny for a stamp, and he has been with the 
service for almost 20 years. 

The increase is necessary to cover increased costs and 
losses in revenues to package deliverers. 

The Postal Service has a large number of retirees who 
must be paid according to contracts that are expensive.

Fourth robbery suspect’s 
case goes to grand jury 


Lykins pleads 
not guilty 

.Accused murderer Madeline Lykins (1959) entered a not guilty 
plea Friday in her first appearance in Lee Circuit Court. 

Lykins, 54, is accused of shooting to death her 74-year-old husband 
Rex B. Lykins on October 18 in their Primrose Lane home. 

She is charged with murder and tampering with physical evidence. 

Her attorneys, public defenders Sarah Bryant and Miranda King, 
entered a motion to preserve all evidence, which Judge Tom Jones 
granted. 

Lykins next appearance in court is set for February 21. A preliminary 
hearing is set for that date. 

Tanning 
takes its toll 

Editor’s Note: The photo, which goes with this article and 
appears on Page 5 , might be offensive to some because it 
shows the effects of the disease. 

Ron Reese is suffering from fourth-stage melanoma. It is 
eating up his body. 

He says he contracted the deadly disease because he liked to tan 
when he was young. He now wants to warn everyone to cover up 
when they go out in the sun, and to avoid tanning beds. 

“The price of vanity can be expensive,” he said during a recent 
interview. “I wish I had kept my receipt so I could return it.” 

About six years ago, Reese started noticing a mole on his back and 
getting larger in diameter and changing color. 

He went to a physician and had it removed. It was analyzed, and 
came back as melanoma. 

Next, his doctor performed a wider excision. 

“It had not got into my lymphatic system, and the prognosis was 
great,” he said. 

Four years passed, and then he noticed a lump under his right armpit. 
“It felt like a golf ball after two months.” 

Reese had recently started receiving Veterans Administration health 
care, and so that was where he went about the lump. 

“The lump came back as melanoma in the lymph system,” he 
said. 

Surgeons removed 27 lymph nodes. 

“The doctor suggested radiation or drug therapy, but the side effects 
from the drug would feel like having the flu for a year. I thought I 
would save it for a later time,” he said. 

He was then monitored with scans for a year, and all was fine. 

Then, the disease came back, and more nodes were removed. 

After that, he had 34 treatments with radiation. 

In May of last year doctors had to remove more tissue, but it was 
getting down to bone. He said drugs were discussed again, but the 


IVIarci K. Phillips, 21 of Manor Drive, had her 
robbery case sent to the Lee County Grand Jury, joining 
the other three defendants in the case. 

Phillips and 27-year-old John M. Moore of Estes 
Road are accused of robbery in the first degree. Michael 
Heath Lynch, 27 of Irvine, and his wife, 22-year-old 
Megan E. Lynch of Beattyville are accused of facilita¬ 
tion to robbery in the first degree. 

Moore and Phillips are alleged to have robbed a young 
woman at knifepoint on December 28 in her Falcon 
Ridge apartment. 

The Lynches are alleged to have driven and been in 
the getaway car. 

All but Phillips had appeared in Lee District Court 
January 7 where Judge William D. “Bo” Leach allowed 
them to post 10 percent of their cash bonds, but they 
would have to be GPS monitored. Their cases were 
forwarded to the grand jury. 

Phillips had appeared on the same day, but Leach did 
not release here because there was some question about 
her criminal history. 

Last Tuesday, January 14, Leach kept Phillips’ bond 
at $25,000 cash, and did not release her because he had 
found she was a higher risk of flight. He did send her 
case to the grand jury. 

Both Phillips and Moore are also charged with theft 
by unlawful taking over $500, but under $10,000. 


Doug Phillips enters plea 

A. plea agreement was reached Tuesday in Lee 
Circuit Court that would have Doug Phillips (1951) be 
sentenced to three years for trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

With 56 prospective jurors awaiting for jury selec¬ 
tion, the attorneys were able to come to an agreement 
that would reduce the charge against Phillips from 
selling more than 10 pills of a controlled substance to 
less than 10. 

Judge Tom Jones set March 21 for sentencing. 


More file for office 

Five more people have filed for contested offices 
in the May primary, and two school board members 
have filed for re-election. 

Russell Ogans, Perry Thorpe, James E. Dunaway 
and Benny Todd have filed for magisterial positions in 
Districts two, three and four respectively. Also, Clinton 
Frye, Jr., has filed to run for the position of constable 
in District Four. 

All are Republicans. 

Incumbent school board members Janie Thorpe and 
William Owens have filed for re-election. Thorpe is in 
the Second District and Owens is in the Fifth District.

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LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

Work Starts in Frankfort 
While General Assembly 
Awaits Budget Address 

The first full week of the 
2014 Regular Session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
is in the book, and while we 
await the start of debate and 
discussion on the top issue fac¬ 
ing us, drafting a new budget, 
several bills began being heard 
in committees. 

One of those bills is House 
Bill 70, which was approved by 
the House Committee on Elec¬ 
tions, Constitutional Amend¬ 
ments, and Intergovernmental 
Affairs. This bill, which is 
co-sponsored by House Re¬ 
publican Floor Leader Jeff 
Hoover, and Representative 
Jesse Crenshaw, a Democrat 
from Lexington, would put a 
constitutional amendment on 
the ballot this fall for voters to 
decide whether 180,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians convicted of a felony 
and who have completed their 
sentence should having their 
voting rights restored. 

As important as this legisla¬ 
tion may be to some, the fact 
the bill is co-sponsored by a 
Republican and a Democrat 
gives hope that the spirit of 
bipartisanship will ring true 
in 2014, much the same way 


bipartisanship helped pass 
pension reform legislation 
during the 2013 Regular Ses¬ 
sion. In addition to support 
across the aisle, U.S. Senator 
Rand Paul and Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer 
have expressed their support 
for House Bill 70. 

The past week also saw a 
flurry of bills filed by Repub¬ 
lican legislators, including 
House Bill 186 sponsored 
by Rep. Michael Meredith of 
Brownsville. This proposal 
if passed would provide a tax 
credit of up to $1,000 to any 
certified volunteer firefighter. 
HB 186 is co-sponsored by 
Rep. C.B. Embry, Jr., of Mor¬ 
gantown, and Rep. Richard 
Heath from Mayfield. 

Also filed this week is House 
Bill 198, sponsored by Rep. 
David Meade of Stanford. 
House Bill 198 would suspend 
the parental and visitation 
rights of a person convicted 
of sexual abuse if the victim 
of the crime conceives and 
delivers a child due to the 
criminal act. According to 
Rep. Meade currently only a 
judge can decide whether to 
suspend parental or visitation 
rights in these cases. 

And Rep. Kenny Imes of 


Murray has filed House Bill 
200, which seeks to put elec¬ 
tions in Kentucky back on a 
four-year cycle by allowing 
the next set of statewide con¬ 
stitutional officers to serve a 
one-time five year term. Rep. 
Imes says he has introduced 
legislation because of calls 
from county clerks that it will 
save taxpayer funds by go¬ 
ing back to the old election 
calendar. 

Next week the budget will 
take front and center, as the 
Governor is scheduled to 
present his budget address to a 
joint session on Tuesday.

Agenda in Motion 

Key legislation has gained 
traction this week as our agen¬ 
da is making swift progress. 

The Senate voted to pass 
an important piece of legisla¬ 
tion Thursday. Senate Bill 5 
proposes focused strategies 
through treatment, education 
and interdiction in the fight 
against heroin addiction that 
is ever increasing in North¬ 
ern Kentucky and spreading 
across the state. Sentences 
for traffickers will be harsher 
and they will be accountable 
for deaths from overdoes, 
resources will be available 
for education about the life 
changing effects of the drug 
and diversion into treatment 
programs will be possible for 
addicts that need a way out of 
the self-constructed prison of 
heroin addiction. 

Furthering the cause of 
making government more 
efficient, cost effective and 
accountable, the Senate Bills 
4 and 27 were reported favor¬ 
ably by the State and Local 
Government Committee and 
passed in the Senate during 
Thursday’s session. Senate 
Bill 4 will save millions for 
cities, counties and the state 
by moving gubernatorial races 
to even-numbered years along 
with other major elections. 
Senate Bill 27 closes a loop¬ 
hole that permits legislators to 
spike their pensions by mov¬ 
ing into a judgeship or high 
paying executive position. 

Another compromise was 
reached on the subject of 


nurse practitioners prescrib¬ 
ing medication. Senate Bill 
7 permits nurse practitioners 
to write prescriptions without 
doctor supervision once they 
have completed four years of 
supervised prescribing. With a 
shortage of doctors, especially 
in rural areas, this move will 
help Kentucky citizens more 
efficiently get the medicine 
they need. 

Also this week, Gover¬ 
nor Steve Beshear released 
his proposal for accomplish¬ 
ing a project long-awaited 
by Eastern Kentuckians and 
given new urgency by shifts 
in the region’s economy - the 
widening, modernizing and 
extension of the Mountain 
Parkway. 

To accomplish that, the new 
Kentucky Highway Plan that 
Gov. Beshear will recommend 
to the 2014 General Assembly 
includes a series of projects, 
totaling $753.6 million, by 
which the Mountain Parkway 
would be widened and thor¬ 
oughly modernized by 2020. 
The westernmost 45.8 miles of 
the Mountain Parkway, from 
Winchester to Campton, has 
long been four lanes. But the 
remainder, a 29.8-mile section 
that runs through Wolfe, Mor¬ 
gan and Magoffin counties, is 
two lanes, with an occasional 
passing lane. The Governor’s 
plan would make that section 
- from Campton to Salyers- 
ville - a four-lane highway. 

To finance the Mountain Park¬ 
way projects, the Recom¬ 
mended Highway Plan pro¬ 
poses to use $595.6 million of 


conventional state and federal 
highway funds over the next 
six years and $158 million 
from the sale of toll revenue 
bonds. Although a tolling plan 
has not yet been devised, it 
is expected that tolls would 
be collected on the entire 
parkway, from Winchester to 
Prestonsburg. 

Monday, January 20 the 
General Assembly will not be 
in session in honor of the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King who 
bravely devoted his life, and 
gave it, for the civil rights of 
all Americans. We remember 
the dedication of many to work 
for something bigger than self; 
something they may not see in 
their lifetime. 

As the leaders, lawmakers 
and executives of Kentucky, 
I hope we can have similar 
foresight and work together 
for better communities and 
standards of living. We all are 
called to see past ourselves 
and our interests, and work 
with the future generations in 
mind. What we set in motion 
may never result in benefit to 
us, but this should not hold 
us back. 

I encourage you to come 
to Frankfort for hearings of 
interest to you. Citizens are 
always welcome in committee 
meetings. If you visit, then 
please tune in.

Dear Editor 


Dear Editor, 

I read with interest the in¬ 
terview you conducted with 
State Rep. Herald. He states 
many opinions that are very 
misleading. 

Mr. Herald points to the 
1996 prevailing wage law as 
he says was pushed by then 
Democrat Paul Patton as pri¬ 
mary cause why schools face 
high expenses. He states an 
off-the-street laborer working 
on a school construction proj¬ 
ect must be paid $43 an hour. 

I ran a construction busi¬ 
ness for 30 years so I know a 
little bit about the business. I 
worked on many government 
projects so I am familiar with 
a lot of these laws. 

A little history on the pre¬ 
vailing wage law is in order 
here. The first Lederal prevail¬ 
ing wage law was passed a 
Republican Congress with the 
help of a Republican President 
Grant in 1868. Kansas was the 
first state to pass the law in 
1891; Kentucky passed their 
first prevailing wage law in 
the 1940s. Eighty six percent 
of construction labor is non¬ 
union. 

In 1982 Kentucky schools 
were exempted from the pre¬ 
vailing wage law. Then in 
1996 the law was re-applied 
here in Kentucky to schools 
and municipal construction. 
Currently, collectively bar¬ 
gained wage rates are required 
to be paid on public works 
when a majority of workers of 
a particular trade in a local la¬ 


bor market are receiving those 
wages. When less than half of 
an occupation is receiving the 
collectively bargained rate, 
then the prevailing wage is the 
weighted average of all wage 
rates for the trade area. 

In Kentucky’s different 
counties there are different 
prevailing wages; one county 
for instance may have a higher 
cost of living so the prevailing 
wage may be higher than a less 
cost of living county. 

Mr. Herald throws out a 
$43 an hour figure for an 
off-the-street laborer; this is 
so misleading. He also picks 
the highest prevailing wage, 
a heavy highway construc¬ 
tion worker, one that has to 
be highly skilled in that trade 
to get that job completed. An 
off-the-street worker is never 
paid that kind of wages. Each 
trade has a different prevail¬ 
ing wage for the work they 
do. Like a carpenter has a 
different prevailing wage than 
say a bricklayer. The truth is 
most of these worker make on 
20 plus an hour at these jobs. 
Mr. Herald likes to lump their 
benefits in to boost his figure 
up. Someone as me what do 
you make an hour at your job? 
Do you add every benefit like 
insurance paid for you in your 
hourly wage...no, nobody 
does that. Would you want an 
unskilled laborer off the street 
to do these highly specialized 
jobs? 

So we must ask why were 
these prevailing wage laws 


enacted in the first place. 
Congress wanted skilled la¬ 
borers to do the construction 
of these projects in a safe way 
and bring them to close in a 
timely manner, and help put 
in place a skilled labor force 
here in Kentucky. 

Then in 1982 some in Con¬ 
gress got the so-called bright 
idea to cut costs on these proj¬ 
ects and bring in an unskilled 
work force to complete these 
government projects. 

What were the results of 
this action between 1982 and 
1996? They found out wages 
were just a small part of these 
projects, so costs didn’t go 
down much. Then we saw a 
dramatic rise in construction 
deaths during that period. 
Then we witnessed all kinds 
of problems in these buildings 
with shoddy workmanship, 
which cost the government 
more money in the long run. 

Finally in 1996 govern¬ 
ments finally figured out pay¬ 
ing low wages to unskilled 
workers was the worst idea 
to come along in a long time. 
Now Mr. Herald wants to 
bring back the idea of not hav¬ 
ing a decent prevailing wage. 
Let’s just interject politics into 
everything and do away with 
common sense. Government 
works most of the time; it 
works best when it reaches out 
with the private sector and gets 
things accomplished.

No one was present to

Law’s attorney, Public 
Defender Sarah Bryant, asked 
for probation, but Jones noted 
that Law had committed three 
bond violations, and had been 
involved in an altercation 
while in jail.

(1970) pled guilty to traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled substance 
in the first degree. The com¬ 
monwealth is recommending 
six years. Sentencing is set for 
February 21. 

The sentencing of Nicho¬ 
las Holland (1992) was re¬ 
scheduled for February 21 
because his sexual offender 
report was not completed. 
The Commonwealth is recom¬ 
mending 10 years. He had 


pled to two counts of sexual 
abuse in the first degree with 
two victims under 12 years 
of age. 

A bench warrant was is¬ 
sued for Timothy Shoemaker 
(1985). He is alleged to have 
committed a monitored re¬ 
lease violation. The charges 
are complicity to first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance, drug paraphernalia 
and endangering the welfare 
of a minor. 

Laura N. Osborne (1989) 
was sentenced to three years. 
The charges were first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance, possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance in the second 
degree, drug paraphernalia and 
promoting contraband in the 
first degree. 

Thelma M. Warner (1978) 
was sentenced to one year. 
The charges were public in¬ 
toxication with a controlled 
substance, first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance, 
possession of a controlled 
substance in the second degree, 
illegal possession of a legend 
drug, controlled substance 
prescription not in original 
container and possession of 
marijuana. 

James David Fultz (1972) 
was sentenced to five years. 
The charges were burglary in 
the second degree, two counts 
of burglary in the third degree 
and theft by unlawful taking. 

Glenn Turner (1982) 
admitted to failing a drug test, 
and thus violated the terms of 
his bond. He was sent to jail. 
His charge is receiving stolen 
property under $10,000. 

Lester Caudill (1973) 
pled guilty to receiving stolen 
property under $10,000. The 
Commonwealth is recom¬ 
mending three years. 

Shawn Witt (no year 
given) pled guilty to traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled substance. 
The Commonwealth is recom¬ 
mending five years. 

A motion for shock pro¬ 
bation for Katherine L. Wood¬ 
ward (1984) was denied. 

Sammy Holland, Jr., (1985) 
pled guilty to flagrant non-sup¬ 
port. The terms of the plea 
agreement were not stated on 
the docket. 

Angel Riley Sloan (1979)

doctors thought they had 
got all of the cancerous tis¬ 
sue. 

“From May through No¬ 
vember it was like an open 
wound.

In copper telephone cable 
thefts in Lee County 


Numerous Thefts of AT&T 
Copper Telephone Cables in 
Recent Weeks in Lee County 

AT&T* seeks information 
leading to the arrest and con¬ 
viction of those responsible 
for the vandalism of AT&T 
aerial copper telephone cables 
which have occurred recently 
in Lee County. The steady rise 
in the market price of copper 
over the last few years and 
the state of the economy has 
led some people to extreme 
measures, including stealing 
copper cables from houses 
and telephone poles. Nearly 
$25,000 worth of copper tele¬ 
phone cable has been stolen 
since November along Hwy. 
52W in Beattyville. 

“Our local citizens depend 
on telecommunications for 
so many things, especially 
in emergencies,” said Lee 
County Judge Executive Steve 
Mays. “Copper theft is a seri¬ 
ous problem and law enforce¬ 
ment needs our help to put a 
stop to copper theft. If you see 
anything suspicious, please 
alert law enforcement offi¬ 
cials. By working together, 
we can help put an end to 
copper theft.” 

It is a felony under federal 
law to tamper with phone lines 
that the public uses to place 
emergency calls or to request 
emergency assistance. 

Kentucky and other states 
require scrap-metal dealers to 
keep detailed and extensive 
records of their transactions in 
an electronic format, includ¬ 
ing the seller’s photograph, 
signature and their vehicle’s 
information. In addition, 
penalties for damaging a com¬ 
munication or utility facil¬ 
ity or interrupting services 
can include a felony convic¬ 
tion carrying prison time and 
heavy fines. 

“The leadership of the 
General Assembly in their ef¬ 
forts to stop copper theft has 
been tremendous,” said Hood 
Harris, president, AT&T Ken¬ 


tucky. “However, it takes the 
support and vigilance of entire 
communities to put an end to 
copper theft so that service is 
not interrupted for Kentuck¬ 
ians who rely on our networks 
to communicate.” 

Kentucky’s metal theft 
laws are designed to deter this 
growing problem by targeting 
thieves who steal and then re¬ 
sell secondary metals. House 
Bill 242 prohibits anyone from 
buying or selling metal that 
has been smelted, burned or 
melted. House Bill 242 unani¬ 
mously passed both houses of 
the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly during the 2011 legislative 
session and was signed into 
law by Gov. Steve Beshear on 
March 16. 

Metal theft costs businesses 
nationally around one billion 
dollars each year, including 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in property damage. It can 
also affect public safety by 
compromising communica¬ 
tions or emergency response 
capabilities, such as 911 ser¬ 
vice. 

AT&T is working with law 
enforcement agencies and 
scrap metal dealers in the City 
of Beattyville and Lee County 
to catch those responsible 
for several thefts that have 
occurred in the past several 
weeks.

HAD YOUR EYES CHECKED RECENTLY? 


If you consider your 
vision to be among the most 
important factors contributing 
to your overall happiness, 
you should have your eyes 
examined regularly.

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Using less energy is a win/win

Walk through the Laurel 
Grocery warehouse in London 
and towering shelves filled 
with rows of canned food, 
coffee canisters and cases of 
cereal dwarf workers loading 
boxes on to fork lifts. 

As the lifts move from 
one section to another, 
rows of lights automatically 
cascade from dark to bright 
white, illuminating the 
roadway of concrete aisles 
that traverse the wholesale 
grocery warehouse. This 
newly-automated transition 
from darkness to illumination 
has Laurel Grocery officials 
seeing savings. 

“The lights are on 1,000 
hours less a month than they 
were before,” Mark Schwinn, 
Vice President of Distribution, 
remarks as he points to a row 
of overhead fixtures beaming 
to life. 

Motion-activated sensors 
are part of a lighting upgrade 
undertaken by the company, 
with some help from their 
electric cooperative, Jackson 
Energy. 

According to the U. S. Energy 


Information Administration, 
lighting accounts for about 
25% of the electricity used 
in a typical warehouse. 
Cutting that usage can result 
in significant savings. A 
$12,000 rebate from Jackson 
Energy offset the costs of the 
upgrades, making the project 
even more affordable. 

The company replaced 
423 fixtures with fluorescent 
lights that use about 50% 
less energy. “In less than two 
years, the energy savings 
will pay for our investment,” 
Schwinn says, with a hint of 
satisfaction in his voice as he 
recounts the projection. 

Jackson Energy’s Todd 
Claiborne worked with 
Laurel Grocery on the project. 
“The energy savings helped 
the company qualify for a 
commercial lighting rebate 
offered through our wholesale 
power supplier, East Kentucky 


Power,” Claiborne says. As 
a trained energy advisor, 
Claiborne and staff from East 
Kentucky Power analyzed the 
warehouse’s electric usage 
and made recommendations 
that not only helped the 
company save money but 
also meet new efficiency 
standards. 

Government lighting 
standards call for the phase 
out of incandescent lighting 
in favor of energy-efficient 
fluorescent and LED 
fixtures for both homes and 
businesses. 

“The project resulted in 
such unbelieveable savings,” 
adds Winston Griffin, Laurel 
Grocery Vice Chairman & 
CEO, “that we couldn’t afford 
not to do it.” Jackson Energy 
and East Kentucky Power 
have returned more than 
$30,000 in lighting rebates to 
area industries and schools to 


help them lower their electric 
bills. 

The lighting rebate is just 
one of the energy efficiency 
programs the cooperative 
offers to members ranging 
from industries and schools 
to residential and small 
commercial customers. 

Energy efficiency upgrades 
not only lower monthly 
costs for businesses and 
homeowners, they also lower 
expenses for the electric 
cooperative. 

“Using less energy is a 
win for the co-op member 
and the cooperative,” says 
Jackson Energy President & 
CEO Carol Wright. “Lower 
monthly bills mean lower 
demand for electricity. Less 
demand helps us reduce our 
operating costs.”
